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PREFACE 


For  many  years  my  interest  in  local  history  had  been  stimulated 
by  conversations  with  my  old  friend  John  Tewksbury,  with  whom  I 
have  spent  a  great  many  very  pleasant  hours. 

When  my  daughter  took  up  Title  work,  about  1928  my  interest  in 
the  old  families  of  Knox  County  became  intense  and,  as  is  very  natural, 
I  began  to  think  more  about  my  own  family  and  its  genealogy. 

I  soon  found  that  very  little  had  been  done  toward  collecting  and 
printing  information  on  the  Crocketts  of  New  England;  though  the 
Southern  Families  of  the  name  had  been  well  taken  care  of.  So  I  thought 
I  would  try  and  collect  what  information  I  could. 

The  present  little  volume,  I  hope,  will  be  the  start  of  a  good  Genea¬ 
logy  of  the  descendants  of  Thomas  Crockett  of  Piscataqua,  1632. 

The  present  printing  is  intended  to  give  what  information  I  have 
on  the  descendants  of  Nathaniel  Crockett,  born  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  1719, 
with  a  list  of  other  branches. 

When  a  person  becomes  intensely  interested  in  such  a  subject  he 
becomes  a  bore  to  his  friends;  but  when  I  received  letters  from  my 
many  correspondents  or  located  some  new  information,  my  daughter 
always  showed  interest  and  sympathy;  thus  encouraging  me  to  continue 
the  search  for  information. 

In  appreciation  I  am  dedicating  this  little  Genealogy  to  my  daughter, 
Margaret  I.  Crockett.

•Bank’s  “History  of  York,”  written  by  one  of  the  best  Historical 
writers  of  New  England,  who  spent  many  years  in  careful  research, 
gives  the  time  of  his  arrival  as  about  1631.  (B.  of  T.  Mss.  1,  7).  In 
1641  he  received  a  grant  from  Gorges  of  one  hundred  and  forty-seven 
acres  at  Spruce  Creek,  now  known  as  Crockett’s  Neck;  near  Kittery 
Point,  where  he  lived  for  the  next  ten  years. 

He  bought  and  sold  several  lots  of  land  in  Kittery  (at  the  Point, 

etc.). 

The  first  known  action  relating  to  any  Ferry  was  taken  in  the 
Provincial  Court  held  in  March,  1647,  when  the  following  order  was 
passed. 

“It  is  ordered  this  Court  that  Thomas  Crockett  is  for  to  keep  a 
Ferry  at  Brabote  Harbor  and  to  have  for  a  free  man  iiid.  and  for  a 
Forriner  iiiid.  per  man.” 

This  was  the  first  public  ferry  in  what  is  now  Maine. 

The  name  Crockett  is  very  rare  in  England. 

In  1652  he  signed  the  Submission  of  York  as  resident  of  Gorgeana, 
and  in  1653  was  granted  forty  acres  “Next  the  Sea  side.”  (At  the  sea 
south  of  York  river).  Between  the  lands  of  Godfrey  &  Raynes  (Deeds 
36). 

He  was  Town  Constable  in  1657.  He  deposed  in  1654  aged  forty 
three  years  (Mass.  Arc.  xxxiii,  152),  which  places  his  birth  about  1611; 
and  this  fact  identifies  him  as  from  Stoke  Gabriel,  County  Devon,  where 
Thomas  Crockett  and  wife,  Ann,  had  a  son,  Thomas,  Baptised  Jan.  13, 
1610-11. 

•  He  died  ab.  1679  and  his  widow  Anne  Administered  the  Estate  that 
year. 

Her  maiden  name  is  unknown,  but  it  not  improbable  that  she  was 
connected  with  the  Gunnison  or  Lynn  family  of  Kittery. 

She  married  2nd.  before  1683  Digory  Jeffreys  and  survived  as  late 
as  1712,  leaving  the  following  issue  by  her  first  marriage:

Joshua  Married  Sarah,  dau.  of  Thomas  Trickey  of  Bloody  Point 
(Dover,  N.  H.)  before  May  19,  1632.  He  died  before  July  6,  1719,  when 
son  John  is  mentioned,  who  married  in  Newington,  N.  H.,  May  16,  1718, 
Mary,  dau.  of  Nathan  and  Mary  Knight  of  Scarborough. 


Nathaniel,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Crockett,  was  Baptised  March  31, 
1719,  at  Lower  Parish,  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  by  Rev.  John  Emerson.

John  had  other  children  Baptised  at  Scarborough.  Was  a  shipwright 
at  Falmouth  in  1748. 

John  Crockett’s  wife,  Mary  Knight,  was  niece  of  Col.  Thomas  West¬ 
brook  and  a  descendant  of  Thomas  Walford;  said  to  have  been  the  first 
settler  of  Charlestown  Neck,  Mass.,  162- — . 

Nathaniel  Knight,  brother  of  Mary  (wife  of  John),  was  a  business 
associate  of  Col.  Westbrook.  He  left  several  very  interesting  old  account 
books  that  are  now  in  the  Maine  Historical  Society  Library.  Another 
brother,  "Westbrook  Knight,  was  an  early  settler  of  Ducktrap  Planration, 
and  ancestor  of  many  families  in  Knox  and  Waldo  Counties. 

John  Crockett,  subject  of  this  writing,  is  mentioned  many  times  in 
the  old  records.  At  one  time  he  bought  of  Westbrook  Knight  ‘‘Land  at 
Stroudwater  Falls.” 

He  died  at  Fox  Islands  (N.  Haven)  1772;  See  Lincoln  Probate  Rec¬ 
ord  Book  11-P.119,  now  at  Wiscasset. 

John  Crockett  was  with  Nathan  Knight  in  the  Indian  War  from  Sept. 
1723  to  May,  1724.  (Nathan  was  Sergt.  and  John  was  Centl.). 

Nathaniel  Crockett,  oldest  child  of  John  and  Mary  was  born  1719 
and  married  Margaret  Andrews,  Oct.  29,  1740,  by  Rev.  Wm.  Thompson. 
Records  of  First  Cong.  Church,  Scarborough,  Me. 

Rev.  Thos.  Smith  of  Falmouth,  in  his  Journal,  mentioned  that  “N. 
Crockett  on  June  15,  1746,  saw  and  fired  at  an  Indian  while  on  his  way 
to  Church;  near  the  Causeway  by  Chapmans”  near  what  is  now  called 
Horse  Tavern. 

Margaret  Andrews,  wife  of  Nathaniel,  was  daughter  of  Jonathan  of 
Scarborough,  who  was  born  at  Chebacco  Parrish,  Ipswich,  Mass,  and 
Sarah  Smith,  who  was  dau.  of  Samuel  and  Martha  Smith.  (See  Ipswich 
Records.)  (From  Me.  Historical  Magazine.) 

Jonathan  Andrews  was  son  of  Ensign  William  Andrews  and  Grand¬ 
son  of  Lt.  John  Andrews  of  Ipswich,  born  ab.  1618.  (Essex  Antiquarian 
vol.  iii,  p.  97,  etc.) 

Mrs.  Walter  Ladd  of  Rockland,  Me.  (a  descendant  of  Nathaniel) 
has  an  old  leather  bound  Account  Book,  dated  about  1768,  that  belonged 
to  Nathaniel,  Sr.  The  book,  which  shows  that  Nathaniel,  Sr.,  wrote  a  very 
good  hand,  was  given  to  his  grandson  John  Crockett  of  Rockland  on  a 
Christmas  about  twenty  years  after  first  date. 

The  first  child  of  Nathaniel  and  Margaret  Andrews  Crockett  was 
Jonathan,  who  was  born  at  Scarborough,  July  2,  1741. 

The  records  of  the  First  Church  of  Falmouth  (Rev.  Smith)  give 
Baptisms  of  Nathaniel’s  children  as  “Lucy,  1743.  A  child,  1746.  A  child, 
1748.  Two  children,  1752.  Two  children  at  Stroudwater,  Aug.  29,  1759, 
at  same  time  a  grandchild  (motherless)  of  Mrs.  Crockett.” 

Eaton’s  History  of  Rockland,  Thomaston  and  So.  Thomaston,  gives 
a  fairly  good  record  of  the  Crockett  family  of  these  Towns,  but  I  noted 
one  mistake  in  the  family  of  Nathaniel,  Jr.,  where  he  failed  to  list 
Abigail,  who  married  her  cousin,  Deacon  David,  son  of  Jonathan. 

This  correction  was  made  from  records  in  an  old  Diary  owned  in 
Ohio,  by  a  descendant  of  James  Crockett.

For  its  Historical  interest  we  insert  here  a  letter  written  by  James 
to  his  brother. 

“Thomaston,  Jan.  17th,  1817 

‘‘To  Mr.  Asa  Crockett, 

“Dear  Brother: 

“It  is  with  great  satisfaction  to  me  to  think  altho  I  am  separated 
from  my  friends  by  the  distance  of  one  thousand  miles,  yet  I  can  hear 
from  you  often.  Yesterday  I  wrote  that  there  had  not  been  any  snow 
here  this  winter  but  this  morning  when  I  arose  I  found  the  ground 
covered  with  snow  two  or  three  inches  deep.  I  am  in  hopes  that  when  I 
hear  from  Thomaston  that  I  shall  hear  that  my  folks  are  forming  a 
resolution  to  quit  that  cold  country  and  to  come  to  Ohio.  It  would 
surprise  you  to  see  what  progress  Mr.  Gay  has  made  in  farming  since  he 
came  to  this  place.  He  has  cleared  one  hundred  acres  of  land  and  raised 
last  year  four  hundred  bushels  corn,  one  hundred  bushels  of  wheat  and 
one  hundred  bushels  of  potatoes. 

They  say  Potatoes  are  as  easily  raised  here  as  they  are  in  Maine 

and  I  think  equally  as  good  as  they  are.  I - — - — - - - 

— from  the  Kennebec  river  on  the  Aleggany  Mts.  They  seem  to  be  in 
high  life. 

“They  staid ed  from  Maine  the  30th  of  December.  There  is  many 
curious  things  which  I  could  tell  if  I  could  see  you,  that  I  saw  on  the 

road. 

“One  thing  I  will  mention.  It  was  an  Irish  blunder  that  my  horse 
made  as  I  came  thru  Pennsylvania.  It  was  nearly  night  and  my  horse 

being  tired  I  got  off  and  was  walking  and  — - — — — - - - - — - 

at  a  Tavern  door  w'hen  I  looked  around  and  beheld  the  horse  was  enter¬ 
ing  the  door.  I  followed  her  in  and  found  the  landlady  in  terrible  fright. 
I  took  her  by  the  bridle  and  led  out  amidst  the  shouts  of  the  people 
around. 

“I  want  you  to  write  me  as  soon  as  you  can  and  let  me  know  all 
the  good  news  that  is  stiring,  how  your  hay  holds  out  and  how  you  come 
on  with  your  kiln  wood  and  you  must  direct  your  letter  to  Zanesville, 
there  is  no  Post  Office  kppt  in  this  Town. 

“Tell  Mr.  Pattrik  that  there  is  plenty  of  land  to  be  had  in  this 
country.  But  I  think  I  will  hire  out  some  time  before  I  enter  any  land 
and  see  where  my  folks  are  coming  or  not  so  as  to  settle  down  with 
them. 

“You  must  remember  me  to  all  inquireing  friends. 

(Safe  arival  Mr.  Crockett)  “JAMES  CROCKETT” 

On  the  back  of  this  letter  was  the  address  of  Nathaniel  Crockett. 


James  Crockett  and  his  brothers,  sisters  and  cousins  have  many 
descendants  in  Ohio  and  other  parts  of  the  west.  See  Eaton’s  History 
for  names  of  some  who  moved  to  Ohio.  etc. 

James  was  the  youngest  son  of  Nathaniel.  Jr. 

Nathaniel,  Sr.  died  at  Ash  Point  (now  part  of  Owls  Head,  Me.), 
where  he  had  moved  from  Fox  Island.  His  farm  included  the  land  west 
of  the  Hig-hway  mear  the  cemetery,  etc.  His  house  was  north  of  the  Ceme¬ 
tery.  See  Knox  Deeds. 

Nathaniel,  Jr.  and  his  wife,  Eunice  Cooper,  with  some  of  their 
children,  moved  from  Ash  Point  to  Ohio. 

•  a 
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The  descendants  in  Ohio  have  no  information  about  Nathaniel,  but 
Eunice  is  buried  in  a  little  cemetery  three  miles  south  of  Green  Spring's, 
Ohio,  at  a  cross  roads  called  Lowell,  near  the  farm  of  James  Crockett. 

Asa  lived  near  by  in  a  typical  old  New  England,  story  and  half 
house,  which  is  now  standing  (1942). 

In  an  old  Bible  belonging  to  Mrs.  - — —  Brown  of  Camden, 

(Dau.  of  John  Wooster  and  Granddaughter  of  Lydia  Crockett  and  David 
Wooster),  there  is  a  record  of  Nathaniel  Crockett’s  family;  where  it 
states  that  Eunice  Cooper  was  born  Nov.  22,  1754,  Deerfield,  Mass. — 
I  have  searched  available  records  but  found  nothing  to  prove  this  state¬ 
ment. 

Another  letter  that  may  prove  interesting  to  many  of  his  descen¬ 
dants  was  written  by  Capt.  David  Crockett  (son  of  Nathaniel,  Jr.,  and 
brother  of  James)  to  his  wife  Sarah  (Heard)  Crockett.  He  died  on  the 
voyage  and  was  buried  at  Staten  Island,  N.  Y.  But  there  is  a  stone 
erected  to  his  memory  at  Ash  Point. 


“Savannah,  July,  1819 


“Dear  Friend  and  Companion; 

“I  take  this  opportunity  to  inform  you  that  I  am  well  and  have  been 
so  since  I  left  home  and  hope  in  the  Almighty  God  that  this  will  find  you 
and  the  dear  babes  well. 

“I  left  Seal  Harbor  a  Thursday,  after  I  left  home  a  Tuesday,  and 
had  a  very  pleasant  ten  days  when  we  were  up  with  Cape  Fear,  and 
felt  in  hopes  of  being  in  the  next  day,  but  we  took  the  wind  ahead  and 
squall  and  did  not  get  in  untill  sixteen  days  later,  and  now  the  market 
is  very  dull.  I  can  not  tell  what  I  shall  do  or  how  long  I  shall  have  to 

stay  here,  but  am  in  hopes- - -  (several  words  can’t  be  read) 

a  week  or  ten  days. 

“I  have  several  small  prospects  of  a  freight  Darien  for  Portsmouth. 

“Tell  the  Children  that  I  remember  them  well  and  that  they  must  be 
good  or  they  cannot  be  well  for  God  is  angry  every  day  with  ones  that 
go  astray. 

“How  does  William  do?  I  must  say  something  to  Eunice  or  she  will 
be  mad. 

Tell  her  that  Pa.  means  to  bring  something  to  her  if  he  lives  to 
come  home.  Your  affairs  I  will  say  nothing  about,  you  and  James  can 
manage  that. 

“Tell  everyone  that  asks  for  me  that  I  am  well  at  present. 

•“Rice  is  $4.00.  Of  course  I  shall  bring  none. 

“I  have  got  tired  of  writing  so  farewell.

Page  84,  Vol.  1,  Under  year  1762,  gives  the  following,  “Jonathan 
Crockett,  born  at  Falmouth,  who,  together  with  his  father,  (of  the 
Scottish  stock  from  the  north  of  Ireland),  and  brother  Nathaniel,  had 
resided  awhile  in  the  garrison  here,  having  been  driven  by  the  Indians 
from  their  residence,  then  we  believe  on  one  of  the  Fox  Islands,  was  now 
at  the  close  of  the  war  a  resident  in  this  place;  and  the  following  year, 
1763,  married  the  oldest  daughter  of  Mr.  Robbins,  but  perhaps  returned 
to  the  Island.  Seven  years  later,  however,  he  became  one  of  the  first 
settlers  of  what  is  now  Rockland;  and  his  brother  Nathaniel  was  an 
early,  perhaps  the  earliest  settler  at  Ash  Point;  the  descendants  of  both 
having  been  numerous  and  including  no  inconsiderable  portion  of  the 
business  talent  of  the  community. 

In  the  “Old  Town  Records,”  now  in  the  Town  Office  at  Thomaston, 
mention  is  made  as  follows: 

“Town  Meeting,  Apr.  21,  1777;  Jonathan  Crockett,  Committee  of 
Correspondence  &  Safety  &  Inspection. 

Town  Meeting,  Mar.  8,  1779;  Nathaniel  Crockett,  Selectman.  This 
meetin  was  adjourned  to  Mar.  29,  1779,  when  N.  Crockett  and  I.  Toiman 
declined  to  act. 

“At  the  meeting  of  1782  Jonathan  was  elected  Tax  Collector.” 

The  last  mention  of  this  family,  near  Falmouth,  was  Aug.  29,  1759, 
when  Rev.  Thomas  Smith,  baptised  two  children  and  one  grandchild.

See  Jan.,  1941,  number  of  the  American  Genealogist,  for  a  short 
sketch  covering  the  Cape  Elizabeth  and  Deer  Isle  Crocketts. 

The  writing  is  by  Merton  F.  Goodrich,  M.  A.,  of  Keene,  N.  II., 
who  is  a  careful  student  of  New  England  genealogy. 

His  search  of  the  records  seems  to  prove  that  Robinson  and  Josiah 
of  Deer  Isle,  were  brothers  of  Daniel  who  left  many  descendants  in 
Searsport  and  other  Penobscot  Bay  towns.  (See  unpublished  Kneeland 
Genealogy) . 

The  other  brothel’s  and  sisters  were  Richard  of  Cape  Elizabeth, 
George  of  Windham  and  Joshua  of  Gorham;  the  daughters  were  Mary, 
Sarah  and  Hannah. 

My  unpublished  work  contains  much  information  on  this  line.  Also 
see  records  collected  by  B.  Lake  Noyes,  M.  D.,  of  Stonington. 


Isaac  Crockett  of  Fox  Island 

Very  little  is  known  about  the  first  Isaac,  but  there  are  many  de¬ 
scendants.  I  have  collected  records  of  this  family  but  the  list  is  very 
incomplete. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  some  of  this  family  went  with  the 
Mormons  to  Utah  where  many  records  are  now  on  file  in  the  Temple. 


John  Crockett  of  Scarborough 

John,  born  Aug.  14,  1738,  Scarboro;  married  Feb.  10,  1766,  Mary 
Starbird,  born  Jan.  19,  1745. 

This  John  may  have  been  son  of  John  who  married  Mary  Knight  of 
Scarboro. 

John  and  Mary  Knight  were  married  at  Newington,  N.  H.,  May  16, 
1718.  Their  first  child  was  baptised  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,,  Mar.  31,  1719; 
the  second,  Mary  a  year  later,  then  John  and  Mary  moved  to  Scarborough 
where  several  others  were  born;  but  no  record  of  John  the  subject  of 
(this  note.  I  have  no  record  of  any  other  family  living  there  at  the 
time.  (1738). 

John  and  Mary  Starbird  had  ten  children.  Today  there  are  a  great 
many  of  their  descendants  living  in  Central  Maine  and  other  places. 

One,  Mr.  Harry  Crockett  of  Oakland,  has  with  his  wife,  .helped  me 
a  great  deal  and  I  now  wish  to  thank  them.  For  records  see  my  un¬ 
published  work  and  “History  of  Old  Foxcroft.” 


'  Lieut.  Joshua  Crockett  of  Windham  and  Gorham 

Married  (Pub.  July  8,  1757),  Hannah  Babb,  of  Falmouth. 

McLellans’  History  of  Gorham  mentions  that  he  may  have  been  the 
son  of  the  “Old  Mr.  Joshua  Crockett,  who  with  his  wife  Elizabeth,  died  at 
gTeaat  age.” 

If  he  was  the  son  of  that  Joshua,  it  would  prove  that  Goodrich  was 
wrong  when  he  placed  Joshua  in  the  family  of  Richard  Crockett  who  re¬ 
moved  to  Deer  Isle. 

For  account  of  Lieut.  Joshuas  family  see  Mellans  History  of  Gor¬ 
ham,  History  of  Norway  and  my  records. 
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Ephraim  Crockett  of  Cape  Elizabeth 

He  was  born  at  Cape  Elizabeth,  July  12,  1755;  married  Rebecca 
Stanford. 

Their  first  two  children  were  born  at  Cape  Elizabeth  and  the  others 
at  Pejepscot  Claim.  There  are  many  descendants,  but  I  have  no  good  list 
at  present. 

Ephraim’s  ancestors  are  unknown  to  me.  See  the  “Old  Danville 
Records”  at  Auburn  City  Hall;  also  my  records  covering  the  Durham 
Crocketts,  etc. 


John  Crockett  of  Stratham,  N.  H. 

This  John  was  born  June  28,  1739;  died  Mar.  15,  1817;  married 
Mary  Lane,  Oct.  22,  1762.  Cogswell’s  “History  of  Nottingham,  Deerfield 
and  Northwood”  mentions  John  as  the  son  of  Ephraim  who  was  the 
greatgi  and  so  n  of  Thomas  of  Piscataqua. 

That  seems  to  prove  that  he  was  brother  of  Peletiah,  Andrew, 
Jonathan  of  Gorham  and  David  Stratham,  etc.  See  Lane  Genealogy  and 
records  of  Miss  Katherine  Crockett  of  202  E.  5th  St.,  New  York  City. 


David  Crockett  of  Morrill,  Maine 

The  history  of  Morrill  by  Robinson  who  died  1890,  mentions  that 
David  Crocke'.t  came  from  Epping,  N.  H.,  to  Belmont. 

A  monument  at  Morrill  has  the  following: 

“David  Crockett  died  May  2,  1866.  Age  86  yrs.  Wife  Martha  P. —  - 
1781-1884.” 

Mrs.  Edward  Albert,  Millinocket,  wrote  that  David  was  born  Ep- 
ping,  N.  H.  and  died,  Morrill  1867  age  89.  The  Town  Clerk  at  Epping 
(1940)  could  not  find  any  records  covering  David. 

The  New  Hampshire  Vital  Statistics,  at  Concord,  give  David,  son 
of  David  and  Sarah  Thompson  of  Stratham,  N.  H.  The  younger  David 
was  born  Mar.  7,  1780. 

As  this  is  the  only  record  of  David  burn  near  this  time  and  also  as 
it  fits  the  toombstone  record  of  David  of  Morrill,  I  think  that  this 
proves  that  the  Morrill  Crocketts  are  descendants  of  Thomas  of  Pis¬ 
cataqua. 

The  descndant  is  as  follows:  Thomas,  Ephraim,  Richard,  Ephraim, 
David  and  David,  Jr.,  of  Morril,  Me.,  1813. 

See  my  records  for  this  line  down  to  Wm.  P.  Crockett,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Olive  Pease.  They  live  Camden,  and  have  three  children  (1943). 


George  W.  Crockett,  born  Augusta,  Me. 

Geo.  W.  Crockett  was  born  Augusta,  1828;  died  1922.  Married 
Hannah  Batchelder  Sanborn,  born  Litchfield.  His  son,  Judge  Ralph  W. 
Crockett,  the  well  known  lawyer  of  Lewiston  informs  me  that  his  father 
was  brought  up  by  the  Shakers  of  Vassalborough.  Grandfather’s  name 
unknown. 

See  my  records  for  information  covering  late  generations. 
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Samuel  Crockett  of  Stetson 

Mrs.  Ora  Galvin  of  Stetson,  (1943).  Great  great  granddaughter  of 
Samuel,  furnished  this  toombstone  inscription: 

“Died,  Stetson,  1854,  age  80  yrs.,  8  mo.,  10  days.  Born  Danville.” 

There  are  many  “Old  Danville  Records”  at  Auburn,  but  no  mention 
of  Samuel. 

See  Wentworth  Genealogy  and  my  records  for  names,  dates,  etc., 
of  many  of  this  Penobscot  Valley  family. 

In  my  travel  and  correspondence  in  search  of  Crocketts,  covering 
the  North  East  States  and  Provinces  of  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia, 
I  have  found  very  few  of  the  name,  except  those  descended  from  Thomas 
of  Piscataqua. 

The  few  exceptions  include  Dr.  Crockett,  well  known  nose  and 
throat  specialist  of  Frederiekton,  N.  B.  Who  informed  me  that  his 
•people  came  from  Edinboroug'h,  Scotland,  less  than  a  century  ago. 

A  friend  informs  me  that  there  is  a  Crockett  family  now  living  in 
Houlton,  that  originated  in  Nova  Scotia,  of  Scotch-Irish  aneestary. 

Another  family  with  an  interesting  history  is  that  of  a  James 
Crockett  born  in  or  near  Edinborough,  Scotland,  son  of  James  and  Ann 
Curie  Crockett. 

James,  Jr.  married  Jammima  Broadfoot,  of  Dumfries,  Scotland,  and 
came  to  Hempstead,  N.  Y.,  1854. 

Living  members  of  the  family  include  Bruce  D.,  of  E.  Rockawav, 
N.  Y. ;  Douglas  of  Salamanca,  N.  Y. ;  Leo  of  Alberta,  or  western  Canada 
and  Mrs.  Laura  C.  Yeager,  Olmstead  Falls,  Ohio. 

The  information  on  the  Crocketts  of  the  well  known  Southern  fam¬ 
ilies,  taken  with  results  of  my  work  seems  to  prove  that  the  name  in  its 
present  spelling  is  Scotch  and  Scotch-Irish. 

There  is  at  least  one  case  on  the  Maine  coast  where  the  name  has 
been  taken  by  a  person  of  the  Hebrew  race.  Showing  that  he,  at  least, 
thought  it  a  good  name  for  use  in  business. 

A  few  days  ago  I  had  an  interesting  letter  with  charts  and  notes 
on  the  Crockett  fam'ly  from  Mr.  Leroy  L.  Crockett  of  New  Haven,  Conn., 
who  has  much  information  nearly  ready  for  publication. 

An  especially  interesting  item  was  an  account  of  his  great  g-,a mi- 
father  William,  born  Gorham,  (?)  He  was  a  shipbuilder  in  New  York, 
at  Grand  Street,  and  designed  and  built  the  steamship  Savanna,  is  lb. 
the  first  steamship  to  cross  the  Atlantic. 

Interested  readers  will  no  doubt  find  mistakes  in  their  family  rec¬ 
ords,  as  I  have  used  names  and  dates  as  given  me  by  others  and  I  find 
that  members  of  a  family  sometime  give  conflicting  information. 

All  the  old  records  have  been  taken  from  Court  and  Historical 
Society  Records  now  on  the  shelves  of  the  Maine  Historical  Society, 
Portland,  Me.,  and  other  important  libraries. 
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
